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Southern   Woman  Establishes  Ten  Thousand  Dollar 
Scholarship   Fund  As   a  Memorial  to  Her  Father 


The  Ohio  University  catalog  for  1930-1931 
soon  to  be  received  from  the  printer  will  an- 
nounce the  establishment  of  a  $10,000  scholar- 
ship fund  the  interest  from  which,  $600  an- 
nually, will  each  year  be  awarded  to  a  sopho- 
more boy  under  the  conditions  and  upon  the 
basis  set  forth  in  the  terms  of  establishment. 

The  money  is  a  gift  to  the  univjrsity  from 
Mrs.  Madeline  Downing  Knight,  South  Jack- 
sonville, Florida,  to  establish  a  memorial  to  her 
father,  Columbia  Downing,  who  in  the  early 

sixties    was    a    student    at 

Ohio  University. 

The  conditions  of  the 
scholarship  award  are  as 
follows: 

1 .  The  scholarship  is  to 
be  known  as  the  Columbia 
Downing  Scholarship. 

2.  Th;  scholarship  is  to 
be  awarded  to  a  needy  boy 
who  is  a  citizen  of  Ohio, 
preferably  a  native. 

3.  The  scholarship  is  to 
be  awarded  to  a  member  of 
the  Sophomore  Class  on  the 
basis  of  mental  and  physical 
health,  demonstrated  intel- 
ligence in  his  work  as  a 
Freshman,  acceptable  char- 
acter and  conduct,  and  a 
high  grade  of  scholarship  as 
a  Freshman. 

4.  Students    who    have 
done  effective  work  in  some 
extra-curricular  activities,  such  as  debates,  mu- 
sic, oratory,  or  athletics,  shall  have  preference. 

^5.  The  scholarship  may  be  renewed  in  the 
Junior  and  Senior  years,  provided  the  need 
continue  and  the  high  standards,  as  set  forth 
in  paragraph  3,  are  maintained. 

6.  The  selection  is  not  to  be  based  entirely 
upon  proficiency  in  any  subject,  but  rather  on 
the  promise  of  development  in  strength  and 
character  and  the  qualities  of  useful  citizen- 
ship. 

Following  is  a  biographical  sketch  of  Mr. 
Columbia    Downing   in   whose   name    and    to

whose  memory  the  $10,000  fund  has  been 
established  by  the  daughter,  Mrs.  Madeline  D. 
Knight - 

Columbia  Downing  was  born  in  Downing- 
ton,  (afterward  called  Scipio)  Ohio,  February 
1,  1S4'>.  When  he  was  still  very  young  his 
father  (for  whom  he  was  named)  moved  to  a 
farm  just  outside  of  Middleport  where  the 
family  remained  for  many  years.  The  boys,  of 
whom  there  were  three,  helped  their  father 
with  all  the  farm  work,  plowing  on  the  hill- 
sides, milking  the  cows, 
etc.,  until  the  opening  of 
the  Civil  War.  Then  very 
unwillingly  his  parents  con- 
sented to  his  enlistment  at 
the  age  of  17,  in  th;  Hth 
Ohio  Battery. 

Three  years  later  at  the 
close  of  the  war  he  was  the 
youngest  lieutenant  in  his 
disivisicn.  He  had  declined 
a  captaincy  because  he  f:lt 
too  young  for  the  responsi- 
bility. He  had  saved  most 
of  his  pay  and  with  this  he 
set  out  on  his  college  career 
at  Athens.  He  said  his  de- 
sire for  a  college  education 
was  born  one  day  wh;n  his 
superior  officer  determined 
by  the  aid  of  mathematics 
the  width  of  some  river 
they  were  obliged  to  cross 
by  pontoons. 

For  two  years  he  re- 
mained at  Ohio  University,  then  when  his 
sister  wished  to  complete  her  musical  educa- 
tion at  Cincinnati  Conservatory  he  gave  her 
the  rest  of  his  college  money  and  went  to 
work. 

He  was  first  with  the  Salt  Company  at 
Pomeroy,  later  at  Charleston,  West  Virginia. 
An  official  of  this  company  was  later  con- 
nected with  the  Standard  Oil  Company  and 
it  was  as  their  representative  that  he  came 
South  to  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

After  two  years,  in  the  year  1882,  he  moved 
to  Brunswick,  Georgia,  to  engage  in  the  naval 
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stores  business.  He  founded  the  Downing 
Company  of  Brunswick,  Georgia,  of  which 
he  remained  president  until  his  death.  This 
became  a  very  large  naval  stores  factorage 
house — in  fact  it  was  said  at  one  time  to  be 
the  largest  in  the  world. 

He  was  greatly  beloved  in  the  home  of  his 
adoption  by  young  and  old,  though  he  con- 
sistently voted  the  Republican  ticket  in  a 
Democratic  stronghold.  He  was  president  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Brunswick  for 
many  years,  then  chairman  of  the  board  until 
his  death.  He  was  known  all  over  the  South 
as  the  dean  of  the  naval  stores  industry,  and 
shortly  after  his  death  a  beautiful  monument 
was  erected  to  his  memory  by  his  friends  all 
over  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  Northern  Florida. 
Many  of  these  were  turpentine  operators 
whom  he  befriended  early  in  their  careers  and 
followed  with  affectionate  care  and  interest 
for  many  years.  To  them  he  was  almost  a 
father,  and  their  u'lsh  was  that  the  monu- 
ment should  bear  his  likeness  as  he  sat  at  his 
old-fashioned  desk  where  for  forty  years  they 
received  counsel  and  comfort. 

Columbia  Downing  died  August  29,  1924, 
aged  79  years.

Mrs.  Stowe  (Lulu 
Shuman,  "17,)  also  teaches  in  Fukien  Univer- 
sity in  addition  to  teaching  two  little  daughters 
in  first  and  fourth  grade  work.

Is  Made  for  Grad  Convenience

The   Time— June   7,   8,   and   9. 

Preliminary  announcements  of  the  dates  and 
events  of  Ohio  University's  19.i0  Commence 
ment  have  been  issued  jointly  from  the  office 
of  President  Bryan  and  from  the  Alumni 
Office. 

The  greatest  change  in  commencement 
plans  for  the  current  year  is  to  be  noted  in 
the  selection  of  dates  which  are  June  7,  8,  and 
9.  The  three-day  period  covers  Saturday, 
Sunday,  and  Monday  and  was  thus  arranged 
in  order  to  make  it  possible  for  reunion  and 
senior  guests  to  spend  a  week-end  on  the  cam- 
pus even  though  compelled  to  return  to  school 
rooms  or  places  of  business  for  Monday's  re- 
sponsibilities. 

Alumni  Day  instead  of  falling  upon  Mon- 
day as  in  recent  past  years  will  be  observed 
on  Saturday,  June  7.  Baccalaureate  Sunday 
will  of  course  be  the  following  day  while 
Commencement  Day  will  be  Monday,  June  9. 

The  speaker  chosen  this  year  to  deliver  both 
the  baccalaureate  and  the  commencement  ad- 
dresses is  Dr.  Enoch  Albert  Bryan,  president 
of  Washington  State  College,  Pullman,  Wash. 
Dr.  Bryan  is  a  brother  of  President  William 
Lowe  Bryan,  of  Indiana  University. 

Class  reunions,  which  for  a  few  years  have 
suffered  from  lack  of  organization  and  atten- 
tion, will  be  renewed  again  this  year  under 
the  direction  of  local  committees  which  are  at 
present  being  organized. 

A  return  to  the  five-year  plan  of  class  re- 
unions has  been  deemed  advisable  since  it  is 
somewhat  simpler  and  more  easily  carried  out 
than  the  ordinarily  to  be  preferred  Dix  Re- 
union plan  which  calls  for  a  return  of  gradu- 
ates in  related  groups  such  as  the  freshman, 
sophomore,  junior  and  senior  classes  of  given 
college  generations. 

The  classes  therefore  for  which  reunions 
will  be  attempted  this  year  are  those  of  192'>, 
'20,  '11,  '10,  '00,  '95,  '90,  etc. 

Complete  and  detailed  plans  for  the  .Vday 
commencement  program  will  be  published  in 
the  April  number  of  The  Ohio  Alumnus  and 
will  be  mailed  to  all  of  the  graduates  of  the 
university.  In  the  meantime  class  reunion 
committees,  if  functioning  as  they  should,  will 
be  corresponding  with  classmates  to  inform 
them  of  contemplated  "doings"  and  to  en- 
courage large  reunion  attendances.

And  so  we  continue.  Records  of  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Alumni  Association  are  the  next  to  be 
passed  under  the  full  glare  of  the  editor's  cal- 
cium light  for  scrutiny  and  review. 

The  first  committeeman — Carr  Liggett.  Mr. 
Liggett  received  Ohio  University's  A.  B.  de- 
gree in  1916  and  went  with  it  the  following 
year  to  Easton,  Pa.,  to  be  an  instructor  in 
English  in  Lafayette  College.  It  was  the  same 
position  that  Prof.  C.  N.  Mackinnon  had  held 
immediately  prior  to  com- 
ing to  the  Ohio  faculty. 
During  the  summer  of 
1917  Mr.  Liggett  was  edi- 
tor of  the  Chautauqua 
Daily,  Chautauqua,  N.  Y. 

In  the  fall  of  1917 
Uncle  Sam  asked  for  and 
was  accorded  the  services 
of  Mr.  Liggett.  A  com- 
mission and  transporta- 
tion to  France  soon  fol- 
lowed.     Discharge     from

army     service     came     in 
March,  1919. 

After  the  return  to 
civilian  activities  the  ex- 
ofRcer  became  associated 
with  the  Norwood  Sash 
and  Door  Mfg.  Co.,  Nor- 
wood, Ohio,  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  advertising  man- 
ager. Within  a  year  he 
left  the  manufacturing 
concern  to  join  the  staff 
of  an  advertising  agency  in  Cleveland.  Late 
in  1920,  however.  The  Krichbaum-Liggett 
Company,  advertising  agency,  was  organised 
in  Cleveland  of  which  he  became  vice  presi- 
dent and  treasurer.  With  this  company  and 
in  this  capacity  we  find  him  at  the  present 
time  successfully — and  gainfully,  we  trust — 
providing  clever  and  effective  advertising  copy 
and  schemes  which  have  not  only  a  city-wide 
hut  nation-wide  reach. 

Vcisatility  of  talent  has  marked  Committee- 
man Liggett  through  campus  days  and  since. 
At    Ohio    University    he    was    editor    of    the 


Green  and  White  for  two  years,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  English  Club,  Booklovers  Club,  Senate, 
Glee  Club,  Torch,  Varsity  Quartet,  College 
Plays,  and  the  first  Green  Goat  staff.  While 
an  undergraduate  he  composed  two  of  the 
songs  which  appear  in  the  university  song 
book  and  the  year  following  graduation  won 
the  Emerson  (poetry)  prize.  In  1922  he  was 
director  of  the  campus  "campaign"  in  the  so- 
licitation of  funds  for  the  Alumni  Memorial 
Auditorium. 

Carr  Liggett  is  at  pres- 
ent a  member  and  director 
of  the  City  Club  of 
Cleveland  and  a  member 
of  the  University  Club. 
He  wrote  the  original  mu- 
sic for  the  City  Club's 
annual  gridiron  show  last 
year. 

He  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Rhymer's  Club 
since  its  organization  in 
1923.  Ten  books  of  the 
Rhymer's  Club  have  been 
published  and  in  the  index 
of  Book  X  it  shows  16 
poems  to  his  credit,  sev- 
eral of  which  have  been 
published  in  anthologies. 
Another  membership  is 
that  held  in  a  group 
known  as  the  Shaker  Vil- 
lage Players  by  whom  a 
Liggett  one-act  play,  "Thi" 
Spouting  Whale,"  was 
performed  last  year.  We  may  mention,  too, 
membership  in  the  Committee  of  Management 
of  the  Cleveland  East  End  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

With  all  of  his  varied  activities  this  in- 
teresting fellow  manages  to  find  time  occasion- 
ally for  musical  composition,  some  of  his 
piano  and  vocal  compositions  and  arrange- 
ments being  used  by  well  known  musicians. 
Finally,  but  by  no  means  of  least  importance 
Mr.  Liggett  is  the  husband  of  an  Ohio  Univer- 
sity graduate,  who  was  Miss  Hazel  Thomas, 
'IS,  and  IS  the  father  of  two  delightful  young- 
sters, Marjorie  and  Tommy.

Reunions  Successful  little  of  present  progress  but  to  the  average  graduate  or  former  student 
these  fine  physical  developments  which  can  be  readily  seen  and  the  still 
finer  spiritual  and  academic  changes  which,  while  more  difficult  of  perception,  can  be  intui' 
tively  sensed  or  at  least  learned  of  by  inquiry,  will  be  regarded  with  greatest  pride  and  satis 
faction.

While  it  is  true  that  because  there  is  no  tuition  fee  (wly  a 
registration  fee  of  $40.00  a  semester—  scholarships  are  most  frequently 
u.scd  at  endowed  institutions  and  not  as  greatly  needed  as  a  means  of  attracting  students  as 
would  otherwise  be  the  case,  nevertheless  there  is  always  the  high-class  deserving  student  who 
gains  through  a  scholarship  the  extra  means  needed  to  remain  in  the  university  or  an  added 
stimulus  to  better  work. 
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Governor  Says  Three  Million  Dollar  Education 
Fund  Increase  Proves  Ohio's  Belief  in  Schools 


"The  State  of  Ohio  beHeves  in  education; 
that  is  why  $3,000,000  more  has  been  appro- 
priated for  education  in  the  coming  year  than 
in  the  year  just  closed,"  said  Gov.  Myers  Y. 
Cooper  in  an  address  in  Alumni  Memorial 
Auditorium  Tuesday  morning.  The  occasion 
marked  the  observance  of  the  126th  anniver- 
sary of  Ohio  University. 

"Every  child  has  the  right  to  education," 
Governor  Cooper  stated.  "It  is  the  only  means 
by  which  the  barriers  of  pride  and  circum- 
stances can  be  broken  down.  It  is  education 
which  must  work  for 
world  peace  and  termina- 
tion of  wars. 

"Honor,  good  health, 
clean  living,  hard  work 
and  preparation  for  tasks 
are  gained  through  educa- 
tion and  they  are  the  step- 
ping stones  to  success," 
the  governor  said. 

"There  are  no  differ- 
ences in  the  plans  of  edu- 
cation today  from  those  of 
100  years  ago;  opportuni- 
ties have  been  broadened 
through  education,  how- 
ever, and  it  rests  with 
the  individual  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  his  or  her 
chances. 

"The  history  of  Ohio 
University  is  a  romance.  From  the  time  it 
was  founded  by  Dr.  Manasseh  Cutler,  Ohio 
University  has  followed  the  traditions  then 
laid  down — an  education  for  youth  of  the 
Northwest  Territory.  It  is  through  leadership 
of  such  men  as  Doctor  Cutler  and  General 
Rufus  Putnam,  in  addition  to  Governor  Tiffin, 
the  state's  first  chief  executive,  and  the  follow- 
ing of  their  principles,  that  Ohio  University 
has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  leading  univeisi- 
ties  of  the  United  States. 

"The  founders  of  Ohio  University,  in  whose 
memory  we  are  today  gathered,  were  the  types 
of  men  whom  we  are  trying  to  develop  in  our 
educational  institutions  today.  It  is  the  whole- 
hearted devotion  of  these  men  and  men  who 


followed  thcin  that  has  brought  Ohio  Univei- 
sity  to  the  very  mountain  top  of  success  in 
state  education  today,"  Governor  Cooper  em- 
phasized. 

"The  wish  of  the  State  of  Ohio  is  that  your 
president.  Dr.  Elmer  Burritt  Bryan,  may  de- 
vote the  remainder  of  his  days  to  the  com- 
plete fulfillment  of  the  plans  which  he  has 
formed  for  this  great  eaucational  institution," 
the  governor  concluded. 

Governor  Cooper  traced  the  founding  of 
Ohio  University  from  its  inception  in  the 
minds  of  Dr.  Cutler  and 
General  Putnam,  through 
the  history  of  the  state — 
two  institutions  whose 
years  are  contemporary. 

The  state's  chief  execu- 
tive was  introduced  to  the 
audience  of  nearly  3,000 
persons  by  President  Bry- 
an, of  the  university,  fol- 
lowing a  musical  program 
consisting  of  numbers  by 
the  Ohio  University  Men's 
Glee  Club  and  two  piancj 
solos  by  Prof.  Victor  Lek- 
berg  of  the  School  of 
Music  faculty. 

Ohio  University's  band 
under  the  direction  of 
Prof.  Curtiss  W.  Janssen, 
was  reviewed  by  Govern- 
or Cooper  and  President  Bryan  prior  to  its 
entrance  into  the  big  auditorium. 

Prof.  Harry  L.  Ridenour,  '12,  head  of  the 
Department  of  English,  Baldwin-Wallace  Col- 
lege, Berea,  Ohio,  and  Clark  E.  Williams,  '21, 
president  and  secretary,  resp.ctively,  of  the 
Ohio  University  Alumni  Association,  were 
present  to  represent  Ohio  grads  and  former 
students  on  this  founders'  day  program,  each 
speaking  briefly  and  assuring  President  Bryan 
of  the  keen  satisfaction  of  alumni  everywhere 
in  the  growth  and  progress  of  their  alma  mater 
and  of  their  appreciation  of  his  splendid  efforts 
in  con, lection  with  this  growth. 

Ohio  alumni  have  for  many  years  shared  in 
the  programs  of  Founders'  Day.

Senior  girls  of  Ohio  high  schools  have  been 
invited  to  attend  a  vocational  congress  to  be 
held  at  Ohio  University,  April  11  and  12, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Home  Economics 
Department. 

Trained  women  in  the  fields  of  education 
and  business  will  discuss  necessary  training, 
qualifications,  and  opportunities  in  home 
economics  department  of  magazines,  fashion 
bureaus  in  clothing,  and  home  furnishing;  re- 
search in  foods,  nutrition,  clothing  and  tex- 
tiles: educational  advertising  and  testing  of 
household  equipment  and  supplies;  consumer 
education  conducted  by  manufacturers  and 
retailers;  institutional  management  in  restau- 
rant, cafeteria,  hotel  and  tea  room:  hospital 
dietetics,  and  teaching  and  home  making. 

High  school  girls  will  sec  the  university  de- 
partment of  Home  Economics  in  its  regular 
program  of  work,  inspecting  the  new  home 
management     hou.se,    the    child    development 
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project  in  the  nursery  school,  the  departments 
for  the  study  of  foods  and  nutrition,  and  of 
clothing  and  textiles. 

"It  is  our  plan  to  give  a  wholesome,  un- 
biased point  of  view  of  the  various  aims  and 
purposes  of  a  college  education.  We  want  to 
give  the  girls  an  interest  in  higher  education, 
and  some  knowledge  of  the  range,  require- 
ments and  opportunities  for  training  in  the 
various  fields  of  home  economics,"  said  Miss 
Velma  Phillips,  head  of  Ohio  University's 
Homj  "Ec"  Department.

With  a  record  of  1.^9 
sneezes  controlled  out  of  199 
under  observation,  students 
of  the  Civic  Biology  Depart- 
ment at  Ohio  University,  un- 
der Dr.  W.  A.  Matheny, 
closed  their  semester  experi- 
ment on  methods  of  checking 
sneezes.  Fourteen  students 
worked   on    the    experiment. 

Sixty  sneezes  could  not  be 
controlled,  according  to  data 
compiled  by  the  group.  Methods  of  regulating 
the  "kerchoos!"  ranged  from  breathing  through 
the  mouth  to  mental  control.

Fifty-two  Students  Dismissed 

Fifty-two  students  at  Ohio  University  were 
automatically  dropped  from  the  university  at 
the  end  of  the  first  semester  because  of  scholas- 
tic deficiencies,  and  241  were  placed  on  proba- 
tion, according  to  a  report  issued  from  the 
registrar's  office. 

Of  the  list  of  166  students  who  were  on 
probation  during  the  first  semester,  22  were 
removed  from  probation  entirely,  42  were  per- 
mitted to  resume  a  normal  study  schedule,  and 
50  were  continued  on  probation.  A  student 
is  placed  on  probation  when  he  fails  to  make

He  dined  lavishly  and  signed 
his  checks  with  a  flourish  excelled  only  by 
Spencer,  originator  of  the  Spencerian  hand. 
All  went  well  until  the  manager  of  a  local 
restaurant  had  a  Stapleton  check  returned  to 
him  which  prompted  an  inquiry  which  in  turn 
brought  the  following  telegram:  "Stapleton's 
checks  worthless.  Driving  stolen  car.  Arrest 
him."    But — too  late. 

One  hundred  sixty  dollars  realized  from  bad 
checks,  a  fur  coat,  a  suit  of  clothes,  shirts, 
neckties  and  other  accessories  were  the  net 
profit  to  Mr.  Stapleton  of  his  brief  visit  to 
Athens.

Coach  Thor  Olson  Brings  Ohio  Wrestling  Team  Through  to  Fifth  State  Championship 
Despite  Loss  of  Several  Veterans 


Coach  Thor  Olson

cnce  wrestling  circles,  Coach  Thor  Olson's 
wrestliPi;  team  was  forced  to  seek  opposition 
in  ranks  further 
afield  and  of  a 
strenijth  to  thor- 
ouijhiy  test  the 
Ohioans. 

The  Ohio  coach 
found  it  neces- 
sary this  year  to 
huild  almost  his 
entire  team  from 
new  material. 
Ray  Kraft,  state 
champion  of  the 
16i-lh.  class,  and 
Burkhart,  state 
titlcholder  in  the 
1  4  i  -1  b .  division 
being  the  only  men  available  from  last  year's 
"Champ"  squad. 

Three  sophomores  were  called  upon  to  com- 
pete in  the  lighter  divisions  this  year.  Gixid- 
ing,  in  the  Hi -lb.  weight;  Busha,  in  the  12^- 
Ib.  class;  and  Gray,  Hi  pounder,  were  the 
second  year  men. 

Holtzberry,  a  husky,  and  Estcp  shared  the 
I7i-lb.   and   heavyweight   responsibilities. 

Blosser,  Hendricks,  Hunter,  Young,  Clever, 
and  Kliger  were  others  who  participated  in 
bouts  during  the  year. 

The  Ohio  matmen  opened  their  season  with 
a  comparatively  easy  victory  over  the  team 
coached  by  Sereno  Shafer,  '2S,  from  Marshall 
College,  Huntington,  W.  Va. 

During  his  collegiate  career  Shafer  w.is  de- 
feated but  twice  in  three  years.  He  lost  by 
decisions  both  times,  once  in  the  national 
matches  and  once  in  the  Olympic  try-outs. 

Marshall.  Fortunately  for  Ohio,  however, 
the  Bobcats  were  meeting  the  pupils  and  not 
the  master  for  on  January  10,  they  let  the 
West  Virginia  boys  down  with  a  29-to-.^ 
score,  taking  four  falls  and  three  decisions. 
Indiana.     Despite    a    decisive    victory   over 


Marshall  the  Bobcats  were  on  the  whole  an  in- 
experienced group  of  wrestlers  at  the  time 
they  met  the  Indiana  matmen  from  Blooming- 
ton  in  Ohio  Gym,  January  18. 

After  winning  the  opening  match  by  a  fall 
for  an  auspicious  start  the  Ohioans  dropped 
all  of  the  remaining  bouts  on  the  evening's 
card,  the  Hoosiers  finishing  with  five  falls  and 
two  decisions. 

"Chick"  Young,  1929  varsity  fullback,  en- 
gaged in  one  of  the  liveliest  and  most  spec- 
tacular matches  of  the  meet. 

Michigan  State.  On  February  22  the  Olson- 
men  made  a  foreign  invasion,  going  to  East 
Lansing  for  a  tussle  with  the  strong  Michigan 
State  team.  The  Spartans  had  previously 
scored  a  victory  over  the  University  of  Chica- 
go and  had  lost  to  the  University  of  Michigan 
by  a  narrow  margin,  in  the  Western  Confer- 
ence. 

In  the  "pink"  of  condition,  the  Bobcats 
started  right  in  to  make  serious  business  of  the 
meet.  The  events  were  opened  with  a  fail 
secured  by  Ohio's  IH-lb.  Clever  which  was 
follov.'ed  during  the  evening  by  falls  secured 
by  Blosser  and  Shaffer  and  a  decision  by 
Busha.  These  men  earned  a  total  of  18  points 
for  their  team  while  three  Spartans,  winning 
by  the  decision  route,  were  responsible  for 
their  team's  showing  of  nine  points. 

West  Virginia.  Gaining  experience  with 
each  meet  and  buoyed  up  by  the  victory  over 
Michigan  State  Coach  Olson's  grapplers  work- 
ed hard  in  preparation  for  their  encounter 
with  the  strong  team  from  the  University  of 
West  Virginia  which  is  annually  one  of  the 
high-ranking  tcims  in  the  East. 

The  Morgantown  men  came  to  Athens  on 
February  16,  which  was  just  after  the  close  of 
the  first  semester  at  Ohio  University,  and 
found  the  Bobcats  suffering  from  ineligibili- 
ties which  tiKik  a  toll  of  four  athletes  from 
the  01s<in  roster. 

Despite  this  crippled  condition  and  the  hur- 
ried substitutions  made  necessary  the  Ohio- 
ans held  their  opponents  to  a  very  close  score 
in  a  meet  in  which  the  winner  was  not  de- 
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cided  until  the  heavyweight  match.    The  final 
score  was  17  to  11. 

Intercollegiate  Tournament.  Ohio's  wrest- 
ling season  was  brought  to  a  brilHant  close  hy 
the  annexing  of  another  championship  at  the 
state  intercollegiate  tournament  held  March 
21  in  Cleveland. 

Coach  Olson  took  hut  six  men  with  him  to 
the  tournament  but  these  men  proved  to  be 
more  than  enough  for  their  opponents.  Four 
of  them  were  returned  state  champions  of 
their  divisions  while  the  other  two  made  highly 
creditable  showings.  After  ten  straight  vic- 
tories during  the  season  Captain  Ray  Kraft 
and  Kermit  Blosser  were  turned  back  in  the 
tournament  finals. 

The  teams  entered  and  the  total  points 
scored  were:  Ohio,  ?0;  Western  Reserve, 
ISYz;  Case,  H;  and  Kent  State,  l^Yz. 

State  championships  were  captured  by  Bob- 
cats in  the  12i-lb.,  1.^5-lb.,  145-lb.,  and  H>- 
Ib.  divisions.  The  winners  were,  respectively, 
Del  Busha,  Cleveland;  Perrin  Steele,  Roxabeh 
Lewis  Shaffer,  Kittanning,  Pa.;  and  Arthur 
Hendricks,  Findlay,  Ohio.  None  of  these 
men  were  on  last  year's  championship  team 
of  which  six  members  won  state  crowns. 

Olson-coached  teams  have  won  state  wrest- 
ling championships  for  five  consecutive  years 
now,  and  are  rated  second  only  to  the  West- 
ern Conference  contenders  produced  by  Ohio 
State  although  in  some  years  the  "Staters" 
have  been  given  keen  competition. 


Koterba    Wins  High-Scoring  Laurels  and 
All-Buckeye  Honors 


By  one  slim  point  "Chuck"  Koterba,  Ohio 
University  forward  and  scoring  ace,  won  the 
individual  scoring  championship  of  the  Buck- 
eye Conference. 

Koterba  scored  98  points  in  the  eight  games. 
Bill  Popp,  Cincinnati  forward  and  one-handed 
push-shot  artist,  closed  the  year  in  second 
place  with  97  points  although  one  more  free 
throw  would  have  enabled  him  to- tie  his- rival. 
Koterba  scored  40  field  goals,  more  than  any 
other  player,  and  18  free  throws.  Popp  regis- 
tered 36  field  goals  and  2'i  free  throws,  which 
was  the  largest  number  of  one-pointers  turned 
in. 

Scott,  Denison,  and  Siegenthaler,  Wesley- 
an,  were  third  and  fourth  high  men.  Bill 
Root,  an  Ohio  forward  and  running  mate  of 
Koterba's.  was  sixth  among  Buckeye  scorers 
while  Hart  and  Swackhammer,  both  Bobcats, 
finished  with  conference  ranks  of  fourteenth 
and  fifteenth,  respectively. 

Forward  Koterba  was  recognized  by  Buck- 
eye coaches  by  being  named  by  them  for  mem- 
bership on  the  All-Buckeye  team  chosen  at  the 
end  of  the  season.  Team-mates  on  the  mythi- 
cal squad  are  Popp  and  Flax,  Cincinnati,  and 
Siegenthaler  and  Thomas,  Wesleyan. 

Captain  Brammer,  of  the  Bobcats,  was  a 
choice  for  the  All-Buckeye  second  team  while 
Swackhammer  came  in  for  "honorable  men- 
tion." 


Ohio  \J.  Co-eds  "Who  Completed  Ainerican  Li/e  Sanng  Tests 
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Buckeye  Race  Ends  in  Tie  IVith  Bobcats 
In  Third  Position 

The  Bobcat  record  in  basketball  tor  the  past 
season,  exclusive  of  pre-season  training  games, 
was  nine  victories  and  six  defeats. 

Although  they  started  the  season  looking 
the  part  of  a  great  team  the  Ohioans  fell  into 
a  mid-season  slump  from  which  they  failed  to 
recover  until  the  iinal  three  games  of  the  year. 

In  Buckeye  Athletic  Association  circles  the 
Ohio  record  was  an  even  break,  four  victories 
and  four  defeats,  which  resulted  in  a  confer- 
ence standing  of  third  place  with  a  percentage 
of  .500.  Because  of  the  retirement  of  Witten- 
berg from  the  B.  A.  A.  the  Lutheran  standing 
is  not  given  hi  the  Buckeye  figures  even 
though  all  Buckeye  teams  met  the  Wittenberg 
basketeers  in  their  regularly  scheduled  games. 

Ohio  had  the  second  highest  scoring  team 
in  the  B.  A.  A.  during  the  past  season,  her 
2<S4  total  po-'nts  being  topped  only  by  Ohio 
Wesleyan's  296,  but  was  excelled  by  all  ex- 
cept Den'son  in  ability  to  protect  its  own 
basket,  opponents  scoring  a  total  of  274  points 
against  the  Green  and  White. 

The  final  conference  standing  given  below 
shows  that  Cincinnati  and  Ohio  Wesleyan 
ended  with  things  in  a  deadlock,  while  Ohio 
claims  third  nlace,  with  fourth  and  fifth  hon- 
ors going  to  Denison  and  Miami,  respectively.

After  playing  an  "off  and  on,"  "in  and 
out,"  "up  and  down"  sort  of  game  through- 
out the  earlier  part  of  its  season  the  Bobcat 
basketball  team  came  to  earth,  landing  on  its 
collective  feet,  and  proceeded  to  demonstrate 
a  latent  strength. 

Last  month's  review  in  Tlie  Ohio  Ahotnnt.s 
was  concluded  by  a  report  of  the  second  en- 
counter with  Denison.  The  three  last  games 
of  the  season  are  now  reported. 

Wittenberg.  In  the  best  and  fastest  of  the 
19.^0  contests  Ohio  downed  the  powerful  Wit- 
tenberg Lutherans,  43  to  31,  on  the  Green 
and  White  floor,  February  19,  after  having 
previously  suffered   a   31-to-19   defeat  at   the 


hands  of  the  same  team.  The  Bobcats  called 
into  play  a  fight  and  style  of  attack  which 
would  have  carried  them  to  the  pinnacle  of 
the  Buckeye  Conference  had  they  "found 
themselves"  earlier  in  the  season. 

Cincinnati.  Continuing  the  superb  play 
which  marked  their  last  game  the  Ohioans 
knocked  the  league-leading  Bearcats  of  Cin- 
cinnati out  of  first  place  by  scoring  a  thrilling 
41-to-35  victory  over  them,  February  22,  in 
Ohio  Gym. 

Ohio's  air-tight  man  for  man  defense  com- 
pletely stopped  Cincy's  elusive  forwards  who 
were  forced  to  resort  to  long  shots  from  early 
in  the  game. 

Marietta.  The  season  was  brought  to  a 
close  without  strenuous  effort  on  February  25, 
when  the  return  engagement  with  Marietta 
College  was  played  off  on  the  Ohio  court. 
Final  score:  37  to  21,  with  Ohio  on  the  heavy 
end. 

The  "Cats"  opened  the  game  with  the  same 
sort  of  flashy  offensive  that  characterized  their 
efforts  in  the  other  closing  contests  of  the  year. 
An  early  and  a  safe  lead  permitted  them  to 
win  "at  will"  in  the  second  half. 

Three  Bobcat  regulars  saw  final  service  in 
this  game.  Each  man  has  played  three  sea- 
sons for  Coach  Grover  and  will  long  be  re- 
membered for  his  contributions  to  team  play 
and  accomplishments  during  that  time.  These 
men,  who  arc  seniors,  are  Captain  John  Bram- 
mer,  "Chuck"  Koterba,  and  Nolan  Swack- 
hammer. 


SPRIHC  PRACTICE  PROGRESSIHG 
With  the  end  of  the  third  week  of  hard 
drills  in  spring  football  practice  the  certainty 
of  Bobcat  supremacy  on  the  gridiron  next  fall 
is  far  from  established.  Coach  Don  Peden's 
hopes  for  an<ither  championship  have  steadily 
brightened,  however,  as  several  new  men  have 
begun  to  grasp  the  playing  system  that  made 
the  1929  team  one  of  the  outstanding  elevens 
in  the  country.

Elsewhere  in  the  magazine  this  month  there 
appears  the  picture  of  a  well-known  officer  of 
a  well-known  branch  of  Uncle  Sam's  military 
organization — Captain  Geottge  of  the  United 
States  Marines. 

Frank  B.  Geottge  came  to  Ohio  University 
in  1916  and  remained  through  the  greater 
portion  of  the  following  year.  During  his 
brief  stay  on  the  campus  he  displayed  such 
athletic  ability  as  to  easily  mark  him  for  high- 
est athletic  honors  had  he  remained. 

At  his  country's  call  in  1917,  however,  he 
"joined  up"  in  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps  and 
rose  rapidly  in  its  ranks.  He  early  found  his 
way  to  France  where  with  the  "Leathernecks" 
he  made  a  remarkable  military  record.  As  a 
marine  officer  he  was  in  charge  of  a  replace- 
ment company,  on  a  transport  going  "over," 
of  which  Dwight  E.  Williams,  '22,  was  a 
member. 


Following  the  war  Captain  Geottge  was  re- 
turned to  the  States  where  he  engaged  in  the 
athletic  activities  of  his  corps  and  became 
known  as  "the  greatest  football  player  the 
service  ever  produced"  and  was  declared  by 
none  other  than  the  late,  great  Walter  Camp 
to  be  the  equal  of  any  football  player  he  had 
ever  seen  in  action. 

In  January  of  this  year  Captain  Geottge 
was  appointed  a  military  aide  to  President 
Hoover  at  the  White  House  and  aide-de-camp 
to  Major  General  Wendell  C.  Neville,  com- 
mandant of  the  Marine  Corps.  The  new  aide 
IS  6  feet  2  inches  tall  and  weighs  200  pounds. 
That  he  is  a  handsome  and  impressive  figure 
at  White  House  functions  can  easily  be  imag- 
ined. 

Another  former  Ohioan  who  has  written  his 
name  large  in  Marine  Corps  history  is  Lieut. 
Horace  D.  Palmer,  '16-ex,  now  with  corps 
forces  in  Nicaragua  as  an  aviator.  A  few 
years  back  he  piloted  a  fast  Marine  plane  in 
the  national  air  races.  "Hokey"  was  an  all- 
around  athlete  at  Ohio  University  and  con- 
tinued to  add  to  his  fame  after  going  with 
the  Marines.
